' GIVE GOOD SHOW 

. /The dramatic performance giv¬ 
en last Thursday evening in the 
Opera House by the dramatic 
. society was a very creditable ef¬ 
fort indeed. ‘The Boss' is no 
easy play for amateurs. It de- 
mands untiring action and life 
“ if it is to be a success, The 
situations in it are intensely dra¬ 
matic, and call for careful handl¬ 
ing, otherwise they are spoilt 
by being overdone. But under 
the able management of Mr. 
Tisne, whose profession is the 
stage, the amateurs broug^it 'out 
the oest there was in it. All the 
roles were handled with ability, 
and from the first the play took 
an undoubted hold on the audi¬ 
ence. 

Mr. Tisne in the title role gave 
a splendid portrayal of a man 
who, by his own initiative, has 
risen by questionable dealings 
from poverty to wealth. The 
man was a true portrayal of his 
methods. As his wife Miss Far- 
rand was excellent. She was 
called upon to play a hard\ part; 
to stand as the antithesis of all 
that her husband was, and ' her 
"4- clever rendition was well worthy 
of the applause it evoked. These 
two characters were the out¬ 
standing features of a play in 
which everyone did very well. 

The evening was not without 
a contribution of asinine noises 
from certain irresponsible memb¬ 
ers of the audience. It is f^lly 
time that the authors thereof be¬ 
gan to appreciate the fact that 
^ • this conduct does not in the least 
■ endear them to the rest of the 
audience however smart they 
themselves think it to be. 


Grain cases 

1EFORE THE COURT 

> Grain cases are. the chief at¬ 
traction in the Calgary courts at 
present, the extraordinary high 
price of wheat, together with the 
shortage of cars has resulted in 
the filing and appealing of half a 
dozen cases within the past few 
days. 

A number of decisions were 
handed down on Monday from 
the appellate division. The case 
of Strong and Dowler, grain men, 
vs. L. H. Heuer, which was dis¬ 
missed in the lower court, was 
again dismissed, with costs, In 
the appeal. Heuer contracted to 
sell 3,00(bbushelBof wheat at 99c 
a bushel, and 1,000 bushels of 
oats at 37^c. He was unable to 
obtain cars and held his grain. 
The court held he has done his 
best, and under the grain act dis¬ 
missed the appeal. 

A similar case is that of the 
Calgary Grain company vs. Q. A. 
Nordness. In this instance the 
farmer moved the grain to town 
and placed it in a car which was 
found later to be too defective to 
carry a load. The farmer unload* 
ed the grain and sold it at a loss 
to himself of a cent a bushel. 
The grain company'sued for the 
wheat but lost the appeal.

THE FLY PERIL 

Flies are one of the most dan¬ 
gerous enemies of mankind. 
They kill many people every sum¬ 
mer by infecting our food with 
the germs of many intestinal dis¬ 
eases including typhoid, dysen- 
try, etc. It has been,. proved 
conclusively that typhoid germs 
may be carried to our food.

If every household¬ 
er kept his premises clean and 
free from filth the problem would 
be solved. 

Too many, however, are like 
the old lady - who claimed that 
she had no flies in her house. On 
having some pointed out to her 
she said that those belonged to 
her neighbours. 

Cleanliness^ is the firs£ thing 
necessary. All filth should be 
removed or destroyed. A few 
flies killed in the spring will pre¬ 
vent many thousands in the sum¬ 
mer. See that the house is pro- 
perlys£reened,both windows and 
door^. See that all flies that get 
into the house are destroyed. A 
fewUcan be got rid of by swatting 
and sticky fly papers. Should 
there be many flies they can be 
killed quickly by closing the doors 
and windows and dusting pyre- 
thrum 08 Persian insect powder 
around the room, or burning the 
powder. This stupifiesAhe-flies 
and is harmless to people. The 
flies can then be swept up and 
destroyed. ' #

The food controllers of Great 
Britain 'will’ take over all the 
flour mills on April 30th. ,It is 
presumed that the mills will con¬ 
tinue to be operated by their 
present owners under the super¬ 
vision of the food controller. 

In accordance with an agree¬ 
ment entered into with the Brit¬ 
ish minister the Argentine gov¬ 
ernment has authorized the ex¬ 
portation of 180,000 tons of 
wheat and 20,000 tons^pf flour 
to England on cofulitionThat 20,- 
000 tons of wheat from the Can¬ 
adian harvest shall be returned 
to Argentine in July. 

Chas. M. Schwab has offered 
to the United States government 
the services of the Bethlehem 
steel plant in any way during 
the war. 

United States detectives, on 
federal authority, have been 
ordered to search the homes of 
every German or • derman ally 
for arms and warlike explosives, 
the time for turning them in 
voluntarily having expired. If 
contraband is found in the home 
of a German he will be arrested. 

Rowland Prothero, president of 
the board of agriculture, told the 
house of commons today that an¬ 
other quarter of a million men 
would be required for work on 
the land. The minimflm wage 
he said, would be 25 shillings 
weekly, inclusive of allowances. - 

England will shortly be placed 
on bread rations, it is understood 
It is generally conceded that the 
bread problem is the crux of the 
whole food situation, for it is up¬ 
on bread that the working class¬ 
es depend.

National Elevator and Annex Burned to Ground—5o,ooo 
Bushels of Grain, Mostly Wh«K, Are Practically 
a Total Loss 


Fire completely destroyed the 
National elevator and annex on 
Sunday night, both buildings be* 
ing burned to the ground. About 
50,000 bushels of grain, mostly 
wheat, in the buildings at the 
time are practically a total loss. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
From the manner in which the 
fire was burning at the time it 
was discovered, it is though that 
it started from the gangway. 

The fire was first noticed at 
about a quarter to' eleven, when 
the flames were well up the sides 
of the main building. The alarm 
was at once given and the bri¬ 
gade and engines were soon on 
the scene. A crowd quickly 
gathered. The fire had far too 
great a hold on the buildings to 
allow any attempt atpaving them. 
The office, which was some little 
way from them, quickly^ caught 
fire, and it was not possible to 
save the contents. A string of 
freight cars on the siding were 
moved from the zone of danger. 
Among these were seven cars of 
wheat. Fortunately the stiff 
breeze which was blowing at the 
time was from the east. Had it 
been in the opposite direction 
nothing could have saved the 
other elevators from destruction. 
The fire engines were kept work¬ 
ing to keep the flames frpm 
spreading from the annex to an 
adjoining coal shed, and in this 
they were successful. The loss 
of the building represent about 
$9,000, which are covered by in¬ 
surance. Mr. Oscar Klausen,the 
manager, lost all his personal be¬ 
longings in the fire. 

J. D. Stafford, manager of the 
National elevator company, at 
Calgary, said there was probably 
about 35,000 bushels of wheat, 
and the balance divided between 


oats fcnd barley. Mr. Stafford is 
at a loss to know how the fire 
started. 

This fire breaks the very en¬ 
viable record which the National 
Elevator company held, that dur¬ 
ing the eight years they have 
been operating in Alberta they 
have never had an elevator 
burned. 


HEAVY FALL OF SNOW 

Snow commenced t« fall 
throughout the district on ( Mon¬ 
day morning, and continued un¬ 
til early on Tuesday morning 
without cessation. The fall was 
heavy, and must be almost a re- 
cor<f7or this time of the year. 
On Tuesday afternoon the sky 
cleared and the sun shone with 
some warmth. The storm ap¬ 
pears to have been general over 
the south of the province extend¬ 
ing from Edmonton to Medicine 
Hat 

On account of this storm seed¬ 
ing has been held up for two or 
three days but the delay is not 
causing any uneasiness. From 
10 to 15 per cent of the seeding 
throughout the district is already 
done.

After 
his last experience he was on 
clerical work for some time, but 
joined his old Battalion, the 31st, 
just prior to the Canadian attack 
on Vimy Ridge.

The 
average production increased 31 and 
2!i bushels per acre respectively.

the brisk demand falling off, sugar

Discouraging Parent 


The Child's Initiative Should be CareT 
fully Guided and Guarded 

The most catching thing in the 
world is discouragement. If wc were 
all as full of faith as wc ought to be 
and brimming over with courage, it 
might not be so. But every one of 
us lias her own battle to fight with 
the forces of discouragement, and 
cannot afford to have allies come to 
their assistance. So there is some¬ 
thing to be said for the woman who 
was asked what kind of a man would 
make the worst kind of a husband, 
and who promptly replied, “A dis¬ 
courager.” The heads of households j 
often forget this fact of the contagion 
of disheartenment and weaken the 
moral forces of their children with¬ 
out meaning to do so. There ought 
to be some room for projects, even 
though on consideration they prove 
not to be wise. But if a child finds 
.that all his proposals—or even the 
most of them—arc promptly ruled 
out of court by denial or disparage¬ 
ment, lie will be likely to give up pro¬ 
jecting or to keep bis thoughts and 
proposals to himself. The first is a 
serious moral loss and results in the 
weaken ing o f character. The second 
is the digging of a gulf, which in time 
will become impassable, betweetf par. 
ent and child. The child’s initiative 
is to be guarded and guided as one of 
the chief ways of preparing him for 
life. There a'rc plenty of ways for 
heading off or transforming unwise 
childish plans which will yet make 
the child feel that his individuality 
and dignity have begn respected. But 
once a child gets to feel, though be 
may seldom put it into words, “My 
mother is a most xli6courafcinfc per¬ 
son. She sits down hard on every¬ 
thing I propose,” and that mother’s 
influence is- largely at an end or it 
results in making the child in his tury 
a life-long discourager of others.—

THE MEANING OF GERMAN STRIKES 

The recent strikes in the munition plants in 
Germany have been of so serious a nature that 
Field Marshall von Hindenburg has been moved 
to appeal to the strikers to keep up the work ^nd 
forget dissention lest it lead to the national un¬ 
doing. 

The strikers themselves are moved to ex-* 
pression through striking on account of reduced 
food rations. There are, howrver, other causes 
for dissention, and they are a gradual awaken¬ 
ing of the German workman to his own poten¬ 
tiality as a part of the empire. His two resol¬ 
utions, peace without annexations, and the ab¬ 
olition of compulsory military service, are a sign 
of it, and although they failed to carry they are 
nevertheless indicative of the trend of his thought 
He is becoming openly restless, and in a country 
where economic unrest is generally regarded as 
a species'of lese majeste it is a sign that he re¬ 
cognises in himself and his class a worth which 
it is the business of no one to underestimate. 
Heretofore the German workman, although hav¬ 
ing hia unions and his Socialiat party, has been 
a restrained personality. He could, of course, 
send his representative to the Reichstag, but 
that availed him nothing, for if the latter openly 


as their next candidate for the pro¬ 
vincial legislature at the coming election. 

Jt would have been difficult for the electors 
to have made a wiser choice. Mr. Davidson is 
a man who has always upheld a broadminded 
liberal policy through the medium of his news¬ 
paper, following closely all legislation and giving 
a helping hand and an eloquent pen rathe cause 
of the people.

Russian autocracy lias 
toppled over and the people have taken /pon 
themselves the government of their own country. 
All over the world old forms are beings wept 
away; in Great Britain the women stands on an 
equal franchise footing with the man. - Revolu¬ 
tionary and constitutional changes backed b\) 
public opinion are having their trial and arejse- 
ing worked out to advantage in all couples ex-* 
cept Germany. In face of it all the German 
workman, who has been taught to look upon 
himself as the most advanced pattern of a citi¬ 
zen, beholds himself situated as of old with no 
social advancement and no political freedom. 
While other nations tread the highway to great¬ 
er national progress and entity, Germany lies 
still, under the iron heel which was to cover the 
whole world. 

These comparisons, which are inevitable, 
are opening his eyes. The progress of others is 
leading him to think, and his thoughts event¬ 
ually take him back to the cause of his want of 
progress,—the shackles of autocracy which bind 
him and his nation. Already there stirs within 
him the wish for greater freedom individually, 
socially and politically,£nd the first rumblings of. 
his movement are heard in the strikes called 
‘food riots-’. 

Unconsciously the German workman will come 
to strive for identically the sarhe ends as those 
for which the Allies fight, the .freedom of the 
world from autocratic authority. The only dif¬ 
ference between the two struggles is that while 


The war reports of the past week contain 
news of an attempted raid upon Dover by five 
German destroyers on April 20th. Of these 
three were sunk, and 10 officers and 108 men 
made prisoner. These sea raids by the enemy 
are less frequent than they used to be. 

On April 17th the Germans had to their dis¬ 
credit the sinking of two hospital ships, the 
‘Donegal’ and the ‘Lafranc’. From the former 
crew are missing.

One of the Romances of Agriculture 
Is the Story of Alfalfa 

The story of alfalfa is one of the 
romances of -agriculture- Five hun¬ 
dred years before Christ the plant 
was recognized in Persia, but it was 
nof until a little over half a century 
."go that it first became generally 
known in North America* 

lta the interval between these per¬ 
iods the history of alfalfa is inter¬ 
woven with the rise and fall of Em¬ 
pires and the movements of armed 
i.osts. Alfalfa furnished fodder for 
the war horses of the Persians when 
Greece-was invaded by the latter. 
Carried to Northern Africa, possibly 
by one of the followers of the Queen 
of Sheba, it was later taken to Italy 
and still later the Moors left it in 
Spain as the one really beneficent 
legacy of the Arab conquest- When 
the Spaniards themselves became 
co’nqucrors, in turn they took the 
plant with them to Mexico in North 
America and Chile in South America, 
.and from Mexico it has -spread, via 
California, all over the western and 
middle western, States, and from 
Chile it has crossed the Andes to 
feed the herds of Argentina. 

To the Arabs we owe the origin of 
the name by which the plant is best 
■mown. To th em i t was alfacfacs, 
“the best fodder.’ To Italy we owe 
th€"plant’s other name, lucerne- 

While the Spaniards are chiefly 
responsible for the introduction of 
alfalfa into the warmer States of the 
neighboring Union, the growing of 
the crop in Canada and the northern 
States appears to have been made 
possible by the introduction of seed 
from Germany. Alfalfa was first 
taken to Germany by the Spaniards, 
and in time it became hardened by 
its environment. From Germany 
Wcndclin Grimm in 1857 brought a 
20-pound package of this hardy seed 
to America, and from that 20-pount’ 
packet most of the alfalfa grown in 
Minnesota, the Dakotas and Mon¬ 
tana originated. Abcmt"' the same 
time another German brought to the 
Niagara district other hardy seed, 
and from this has sprung the Ontario 
variegated of today, a variety which 
has given as satisfactory results in 
Ontario as Grimm lias given in Min¬ 
nesota-

The casualties in the European war 
to Jan. 1, 1917, according to a com-l 
potent list issued in Washington, bas¬ 
ed on expert comparison and assem¬ 
bling of figures compiled from every 
available source, have been 9,203,200 
combatants killed, wounded, captured 
and missing, of which the loss sus¬ 
tained by the Entente Allies is com¬ 
puted to be 5,819,400 and by the Cen¬ 
tral Powers, 3,384,800. 

The compilation estimated that the 
total of men killed has been 4,341,200, 
the numbv of wounded 2,448,500, and 
the pumbrV*of captured and missing, 1

All litters of 
pigs, and even of rabbits, had to be 
registered. 

Three milch cows were left on con¬ 
dition thar every day M. X delivered 
.a certain minimum amount of milk to 
/ the German military hospital at 
Bruges. He was allowed to keep his 
milk-cart to carry it there, and on the 
road women on their knees begged 
milk for their children or invalids. 
By means of watering tlve milk he 
was able to give them a little. 

Day and night the sound of the 
cannon fired at the Loire could be 
heard, and when Zecbrugge was bom¬ 
barded the windows of the chateau 
shook. Grass grgw over the roads 
and through the village streets be¬ 
cause there was no traffic. From the 
village of. Ostkamp alone 700 able- 
bodied men were deported.

British Victory Loan Uncovers Much 
Hoarded Wealth 

Staggering under the weight of a 
large leather bag, a man dumped it 
down on the floor of the New Maid¬ 
en branch of the London and South¬ 
western Bank and modestly inform¬ 
ed the cashier that he wanted to in¬ 
vest 2,000 pounds in the war loan. 

The money was mostly in sover¬ 
eigns, hut the man offered no ex'- 
planalion as to how such an extraor¬ 
dinary quantity of gold came to be 
in his possession, and the bank offi¬ 
cials did not inquire. 

“It is a curious fact,” an official at 
the bank’s head office said, “ that at 
this bank during the last month three 
times as much gokLwas paid in as 
in any of the precemfig six months.” 

F'rom all over the country sover¬ 
eigns and half-sovereigns came into 
the local War Savings Committees, 
from people who have not felt any 
special compunction up to the pres¬ 
ent about hiding them, but who now 
say that they are not going to risk 
a German success for want of their 
little bit. 

Lady Maxwell, wife of Licut.-Gen- 
eral Sir John Maxwell, offered the 
State the use of a third of her capi¬ 
tal free of interest for the duration of 
the war. This is equivalent to a gift 
of 1,750 pounds a year. 

Altogether she proposes to lend 
the government 35,000 pounds as her 
contribution towards the cost of the 
war. 

At the other end of the scale is 
a widow who has sent to the Nation¬ 
al War Savings Committee a 10s 
Treasury note and a postal order for 
5s 6d.

PcaVing His Age 

Age of Boy Is Determined by Use 
of X-Ray

Smut ijn Oats Is Checked by Seed 
Treatment 

Treating seed oats with formalde¬ 
hyde solution to prevent loose or 
head smut has been shown by the 
Ohio Experiment Station to be highly 
profitable for time so spent. One 
pint or pound of 40 per cent, formal¬ 
dehyde, sold at drug stores as forma¬ 
lin, mixed in 40 gallons of water will 
be sufficient to treat 40 bushels of 
seed oats. 

The solution should be sprinkled 
over the oats spread on a tight floor 
or canvas, and the oats shovelled over 
so that every grain will be thoroughly 
moistened. After being covered with 
a blanket for three liourjs or over¬ 
night, the oats should be spread out 
to dry. In order to prevent further 
infection bags, mills and drills should 
be disinfected with the same solution 
if the oats arc to be put in them.

The horses, the cows, the sheep, and 
even the poultry, offer a companion¬ 
ship that is not to be lightly esteem¬ 
ed. We have known sheep herders 
who have lived contentedly for weeks 
together with no other companion¬ 
ship than their dogs and horses, and 
we have known men. who were far 
more oppressed with loncsomcncss in 
! the crowded streets of a great’city 
i than on the open hilltop where na-
